This magnificent work was published by subscription, in single prints, 
issued at long intervals, several at 31s f>cZ each. Sir Joseph Banks, upon an 
occasion of addressing the Society of Antiquaries, said, in reference to the 
representations of Mosaic Pavements in the above work, “ Others have shown 
us what they thought these remains ought to have been, but Eowler has shown 
us what they are, and this is what we want.” For graphic truthfulness and 
effect, these representations have never been equalled.

The ingenious Mr. Eowler was originally a journeyman carpenter, of 
patient and persevering habits ; the difficulties he had to encounter in exe¬ 
cuting the present work were almost insurmountable.

Mr. Demetrio 
Salazaro is the Inspector of the National Museum of Naples, and has long been 
engaged upon the subject of this very important work. It was till recently 
the opinion of most critics, based upon the dictum of Vasari, that Italian Art 
began its existence with Cimabue and Giotti, towards the commencement of 
the Fourteenth Century. However, more diligent and accurate researches, 
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promoted by German scholarship, and carried out to the fullest extent by Mr. 
Salazaro himself, have established that a regular School of Italian Art, not 
indeed displaying the perfected beauty and grace that are seen in the produc¬ 
tions of the fourteenth century, but still marked by the gradual growth and 
development of the artistic ideal, existed in Southern Italy before the days, of 
Cimabue, and was the genuine parent of that later culture which reached its 
highest grandeur in Da Vinci, Michel Angelo, and Raffaelle.

It belonged to one of his friends, from 
whose Executors I have purchased it. 

I can state on most competent authority that this copy, 
consisting entirely of First and Second .States, is better than 
even the later picked copies of the First State (such as the one 
sold at Christie’s, March 24,1873), as they naturally were made 
up of impressions rejected in the earlier selections. 

Taking the plates in the order in which they are enumerated 
by Mr. Rawlinson, the states may be specified as follows : 
Nos. 17, 20, 22, 23, 25-31, 37, 38, 64, are in the first state : 
Nos. 2-16, 18, 19, 21, 34, 35, 39, 43, 45-48, 50, 51, 56, 61-63, 
65-71, are in the second state ; Nos. 1, 32, 33, 36, 44, 49, 
52-54, 57, 59-60, are in the third state; No. 24 is a first 
impression (before the cross mark) of the second state, 
undescribed by Mr. Rawlinson; Nos. 40-42 appear earlier than 
Mr. Rawlinson’s second state; and No. 58 is earlier than his 
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third, of an issue unknown to him. Almost all are equally fine, 
and there is so much uniformity of impression and tints as to 
justify the statement that this copy was the result of an 
unusually careful selection by Turner himself.

30-33, 36, 39, 40, 46, 47, 49, 51, 56-60, 63, very good ones, 14 are fairly good, and a 

65, 68-71, of the third state ; No. 17 is of few are really fine. 

The number of copies printed of the First State of the Impression 
varied from 10 to 25 ; of the Second State, also from 10 to 25. Of the 
Third State, about 100 copies were taken; and after that issue the 
impressions became worthless. Whilst the picked copy (first impressions) 
fetched at the sale referred to onp. 1000 (Lot 330) the sum of 850 guineas, the 
. recent copies (Lots 897-911) realized only about £25 each ; a good indication 
of their slender artistic and commercial value. 

Even if Turner’s painting should fail to keep its present place in general 
esteem, such a work as the Liber Studiorum would alone be sufficient to 
vindicate his genius. Here his exquisite sense of the refinement of aerial 
truth and his incomparable power of displaying the contrasted beauties of 
sunshine and shadow are not perplexed in their exercise by the need of 
solving complicated problems of colour. We are allowed to appreciate the 
wide range of his sympathies and to note the unfailing facility of his invention 
at a time when that invention had not yet lost its hold upon the simplicity of 
nature. 

In our judgment these plates mark the highest point in the development 
of Turner’s genius. In these he has given to the world the best that he had 
to offer, expressed in a material that was the best fitted to display the 
strength and, at the same time, to suppress the inherent weaknesses of his 
style .”—Saturday Review, Feb. 22, 1879. 

“ The main virtue of Turner is his representation of Form ; no one has 
ever approached him in his rendering of organic form in Landscape or in his 
exquisite expressions of the delicate gradations of light and shade. Turner 
deals in the ‘ Liber Studiorum ’ with mountains, trees, buildings, and stones 
in the same spirit as Holbein with figures : both draw out what suggests 
possible grace, but the realizations of actual form, and both with absolute 
accuracy.

The Collection of Works in Cameo and Intaglio, formed by the third 
Duke of Marlborough and known as the “ Marlborough Gems,” has for nearly 
a century deservedly possessed a wide reputation. To the archmologist, the 
« cabinet at Blenheim has always possessed a singular interest, from its 
including the collection of gems which had been formed by the famous Earl 
of Arundel, who, during the troubled times of Charles I, found a solace for 
the abridgment of his dignities in collecting works of art and monuments of 
antiquity. 

The entire Collection was sold in June, 1875, for £35,750. 

The two splendid volumes, wherein a hundred of the most remarkable 
pieces in the Collection are described and figured, were printed and distributed 
by the Third Duke of Marlborough in 1780 and 1791. 

Afterwards, a limited number of impressions was made, but this issue is 
in every respect the same as the original, of which Hibbert’s copy sold for 
£71. 8s, and Combe’s for £98.
